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On February 25, 1918 you addressed a letter to the 
National Academy of Sciences, requesting copies of the Agassiz 
Medal and Public Welfare Medal, designed by T. Spicer-Simson, 
for exhibition in the Museum of the American Numismatic Society. 
At the time it was not possible to secure the re- 
plicas, for the reason that the dies were in Paris, and that 
copies could not be secured in this country. Recently the 
Academy has had the dies brought over to this country, and a 
copy of each has been struck for the American Numismatic 
society. I am sending them to you in this same mail.
